mack, and for escaping from the house 
of correction, was arrested in this city 
this morning disguised as a negro.

IB Which mo Error In a Richt of 
War PayMent to a Red Skinned 
Tribe Wa« Corrected. 
As the traveler passes through the 


big Sioux reservation in Montana on 
the Overland express he l» impressed 
with the uniform respect with which 
the Indians treat everybody connected 
with the railroad. 


"Tim Indian is no fool," said a Great 


Northern official with whom 1 discuss- 
ed the subject. "He-knows when he 
is well treated and seldom expects 
anything unreasonable. This railroad 
has never knowingly done an Indian a 
•wrong. We paid liberally for the right 
to cross the reservation, and any dif- 
ferences that arise are treated with 
consideration. 
We never try to Im- 


pose upon tbe Indians In any way. nor 
do we permit them to impose upon us. 
When trains first began to run through 
the reservation, a number of ponies 
•were killed bj accident- We promptly 
paid for them, and the owners wore 
but'.:£ "!- A few cunning Sioux thought 
they saw in the situation an opportuni- 
ty to make money and drove their po- 
nies on the track to be killed and paid 
for. We discovered the trick and ap- 
pealed to the chief, who promptly sup- 
pressed the iniquity. This is tbe near- 
est approach to a misunderstanding 
that we have had." 


A good ptnry is told of a big: chief 


who wanted to trade 1CK) ponies for a 
locomotive. lie did not appreciate the j 
utility of the track and thought hr 
could dasli over tbe prairies at will 
with tho Iron horse. It took some time 
and patience to get tho idea out of the 
chiefs head, but he finally relented. It 
•was, however, a great disappointment. 


Another story is connected with pay- 


ment for the right of way through the 
reservation. It may not be quite ac- 
curate in letter, but Is true In spirit. 
The through express from St. 1'nul to 
Helena had not been running long 
when a strange Incident happened out 
on tbe prairie. 


A solitary Indian, feathered In stntp- 


ly fashion and mounted on a horse of 
rare beauty, occupied a conspicuous 
position beside the track nnd gave tho 
engineer a friendly signal to stop. Off 
went the steam, and a gentle touch of 
the airbra'ke brought the long train to a 
btandstill. 


The red man explained that he repre- 


sented his tribe In u matter of right of 
way. There had been a mistake, anil 
the railroad ought to pay noun* more 
money. In this formal and diplomatic 
manner, the Indian explained, the mat 
ter was. presented for adjustment in 
full confidence that the great white 
chief who built the railroad would be 
jufet to his Indian friends. 


For the engineer thin was a poser. 


He had no idea that he was a diplomat, 
but he w ns, nil the same. 
He called

1 conductor, and all three discussed 


the case. The white men kuuw uoth- 
lu,' of thp merits of the mutter.

Indian talked like one who unden tood 
his business and was telling the truth. 


The amount Involved was only a 


few dollars, ancj the conductor looked 
as wise as possible. 
He was a man 


of common hense sharpened by fron- 
tier life. 
With due deliberation he 


wrote out a receipt, which the Indian 
ambassador ylgiied and the engineer 
witnessed. The money was paid out 
of the casli collections, and the con- 
ference was at an end. 


The red man mounted his hor-»o and 


applied his spurs. 
The engineer step 


ped into the cab and pulled a lever. 


For an Instant a party of eastern 


capitalists occupying an obsenatiou 
car were face to face with the Indian 
horseman. The white men rceehed n 
lasting Impression of majestic dignity 
and grace. The red man was dazzled 
by a vision of luxury of which he had 
never dreamed. 


Tbe extremes of civilization and sav- 


agery bad met and parted in friend- 
ship. The Indian, according to tribal 
custom, reported the success of his 
mission with solemn formality ami 
suppressed joy. 


The train conductor, according to 


the regulations of the modern cor- 
poration, made a notation to the au- 
ditor on a blank form provided for the 
purpose, explaining why lie was short 
in his cash and asking that II!H report 
be held in abeyance until he could se- 
cure the approval of his Irregular art 
by a higher official.

A strange race of people, with man- 


ners and customs stranger still, lives 
near the coast at Sau Bias, Colombia, 
South America. To the few traders 
who visit the spot for cocoanuts and 
vegetable ivory they are known as tbe 
San Bias Indians. Of their origin and 
history but little can be discovered. 


One things is certain, that although 


friendly to the government of the Unit- 
ed States and to foreigners who may 
enter or find themselves weather 
bound In the harbor of San Bias there 
Is no record of their having ever been 
conquered or subjugated by any other 
tribe or power. 


It is quite probable that they have 


descended from the ancient Toltecs, 
but what vicissitudes of tribal life they 
may have passed through will proba- 
bly never be known.

One night, just before the ship was 


to sail, the Indian maiden secreted her 
sailor boy in the thickets until after 
dark, when they stole a canoe and 
started to paddle out to the vessel. But 
an awful tropical storm came up, 
which caused the doping couple to lose 
their bearings, aud only with difficulty 
did they manage to keep afloat. When 
morning dawned, they were washed 
ashore, almost exhausted. The en- 
rased Indians seized both aud made 
them captives, condemning the girl to 
Immediate death. 


Tin1 captain of tho bark, anticipating 


trouble, sent a boat's crew ashore with 
a rescue party. A demand was made 
for the prisoner, whereupon the mate 
was released, but the girl was held for 
the death sentence. 


Finding argument useless, the des- 


perate youth, with a few sailors at his 
back, made a rush to rescue his sweet 
heart and had almost accomplished It 
when he was struck down by a spear 
thrust from the hand of the girl's fa- 
ther. 
She broke from her captors, 


crazed with grief, and, seizing the 
spoar, drove the brad of it Into her 
own breast. The sailors managed to 
carry nway their wounded mate, bi.t 
wore drneii into their boat aud away 
from tho shore. 


The territory hold by the tribe Is 


quite extensive, although its bounda- 
ries are not very accurately defined. It 
extends from Cape Ban Bias far back 
Into tho mountains. 


Cocoanuls are the source of the na- 


tion's wealth, which is considerable. 
Probably the largest groves in the 
world are just back of Sau Bias and 
belong to these Indians. 


A kind of commonwealth or co-oper- 


ative system seems to exist among 
them, and each member of the tribe 
collects and carries each day his share 
of the coconnuts and adds It to tho 
enormous pyramid of them near the 
shore, which is the tribe's treasury. 
Millions of nuts are thus stored and In 
waiting foi a profitable market. Tho 
average price for thorn Is from $8 to 
$10 per 1,000 In Colombian silver, or 
about I'M per cent of that amount in 
gold. One-half of the pay is taken In 
cash and tho other halt' in merchan- 
dise. 


The nuts are carried from the "great 


pile" to the bench In palmetto bags. 
The nntlvoK, with these loads, each 
weighing 50 pounds, travel at a brisk 
trot all day long nnd seemingly with- 
out fatigue. Although a slender, wiry 
race, they will accomplish with ease a 
task that would kill or prostrate Anglo- 
Saxons. 


The Indians are excellent sailors, and 


oven In tho rough weather make the 
trip from Cape San IMas to Aspinwall 
In boats hollowed out of logs. 


A cocoanut grove is a source of nev- 


or failing revenue to Its owners, as the 
tree from the fourth year of Its exJst- 


bad our after dinner emokee. and than, 
at about 8 o'clock, they dropped on 
their knees at tbe door, touched the 
mats with their foreheads and shuffled 
away, giggling and chatting, down tbe 
stairs. 


What impressed ns was the cleanli-, 


ness of tbe inn. There was simplicity 
about everything, iCo attempt was 
made at shoddy grandeur. Tbe mats 
were unadorned, the woodwork was un- 
painted, but a blue vase in one corner, 
wherein was stuck: a green branch, in- 
significant though it was, gave artistic 
fragrance to the apartment. The food 
was served neatly in trim dishes, and 
all the dishes were arranged trimly on 
lacquer trays.

Probably you take a very solemn and 


mysterious view of Doctors' -wisdom. 
Learn that it amounts to very little.

ed * Brntnl Tr«*edy of Rnii.laii 
Court Intrigue— The AMlumlnatlon 
of the Emperor Paul I. 
At Zverevo, a little town in the "gov- 


ernment" or province of Voronej, in 
the Don country, Russia, there died not 
so very long ago |Osen Ivanovitch 
Schtcbctka, a gray haired teacher, who, 
when he felt death approaching, called 
for a priest, though he had previously 
never professed religion. His father, 
he said, had been a citizen of St. Pe- 
tersburg up to the end of March. 1801. 
He died in Zverevo in 1860, making a 
deathbed confession. to his son. 


This was Ivan Shtchotka's deathbed 


confession, according to his son, Osen 
Ivanovitch : 


"In 1801 I was one of the most prom- 


ising pupils of ihe St. Petersburg Acad- 
emy of Sciences, a government institu- 
tion which was under strict military 
rule. I was not particularly noted for 
my work with ttoe' (brush, but, despite 
my youth",r na'd already gained some 
reputation as a portrait painter. 


"During the night of March 22 or the 


morning of March 23 I was awakened 
by Cossacks, whV ordered me to dress, 
take my brnsh and palette and follow 
them. After a rapid drive of a few 
miles we halted before a palatial build- 
ing, into the cellar of which 1 was 
hustled through an opening. We passed 
through a labyrinth of recesses and up 
several flights of back stairs. At last 
the handkerchief bandage was removed 
from my eyes, and 1 found myself in a 
stately room half filled by solemn look- 
ing men in rich dress. The floor was 
covered with rags that seemed to have 
been thrown down without regard to 
decorative effect. 


"A tall man, in whom I recognized 


Plato Zuboff, approached me and said, 
pointing to a divan covered with a 
black cloth, over what seemed to be a 
giant figure in an attitude of repose : 
" 'Are you skillful enough to restore 


the i'aco of a dead man who suffered vio- 
lence, cuts nnd strangulation, so as to 
regain its natural appearance V Your art 
must last three days, for the body is to 
be exhibited in the cathedral. You must 
not spare the red ; it will be given out 
that the person died of apoplexy ' 


"Remembering the threat of the Cos- 


sacks, I did not hesitate to answer in 
the alfirmativo. 'Very well,' said Zu- 
boff; 'you will go to work at once.' 
And, in a low voice, he added: "That 
your conscience may not prick yon un- 
derstand that the late czar was not n 
Romanoff. He was only the natural son 
of Catherine II and Soltikof.' 


"With that ho removed the black 


cloth, and I saw tho body of the Em- 
peror Paul I, dreaaed in full general's 
panoply. He was gloved and spurred. 
His neck was swollen and hia faco a 
mass of bruises. 


"I can well realize the report after- 


ward spread — viz, that ho sold his life 
dearly. The emperor had been sleeping 
in the antechamber of hia wife's bed- 
room on a hard lounge, as was his wont 
to do, when the conspirators came upon 
him. The guards in nnd around tho 
palace, and particularly in the corridor 
leading to the czar's private apart- 
ments, were all in the conspirators' 
pay, with the exception of a hussar 
whom Zuboff cut down with his saber 
befor6 he entered Paul's chamber. The 
emperor, Pwas told, offered at first no 
resistance. 
On hia bended knees he 


begged and implored that his life "be 
spared, promising to sign any instru- 
ment of abdication they might choose 
to submit. More, he would himself pro- 
claim his son (afterward Alexander 1) 
czar. 


"But the murderers advanced fierce- 


ly, and Paul attempted to escape by 
way of the window. Prevented and 
bleeding from a cut hand, he defended 
himself with a chair, killing one of the 
assassins. But now the rest assailed 
him with their sabers. A heavy blow 
in the temple floored him, and again he 
supplicated for his life with outstretch- 
ed hands. 


"Then 
Zuboff tore off his sash, 


wound it twice around the emperor's 
neck, and, taking hold by one hand, 
commanded another officer to help him 
strangle the unhappy monarch. 


"In the struggle preceding the final 


act Paul's face had been hacked and 
cut, and it required four hours' work 
on my part to get it into presentable 
shape. When I declared my work fin- 
ished, a handsome young man was 
ushered in with great ceremony— the 
new emperor, Alexander. I heard him' 
say in French : 
" 'It'is well.' The widowed empress, 


too, passed through the room, but could 
evidently not bring herself to look upon 
her husband's face. Poor woman, she 
had tiled to come to Paul's assistance, 
but had been prevented by a threat of 
instant death. 


"After that two soldiers took me, and 


between tbe'm'" t was'marched out into 
the corridor and down the stairs. When 
we reached the cellar, I was ordered to 
wait, and . a, person_ whose features I 
could not make out approached me. 
" 'Would you like to become an im- 


perial drawing master, with a salary of 
3,000 rubles per year for life?' he 
asked. I was HO astonished that I hard- 
ly knew what to say in reply. 
" 'Decide quickly!' spok« the stran- 


ger ngain. I assured him that I was at 
his orders. 


"On March 23, at 7 a. in., I wns 


speeding toward the Don country," 
concluded the deathbed confrswion. 
"I 


have kept faith with the government 
end the government has kept faith 
with me. "--Chicago Inter Ocean. 


The Fertility of the Soil LnrrrHy Dae 


; 
. , 
tf»;ttU« Atoms. 


- *«jf it'waan!t^OT daet." said ?rofcss- 
ot Wil#y, .the. chief chemist of tbc 
agricultural department at Washing- 
ton, "ill an would have to devise a_ new 
plan of existence. He would be 'com- 
pelled to provide himself with food by 
some other means than agriculture. 
1'ou could not have a garden or a farm 
without dtwt It would not be possible 
for a crop to grow unless the soil (.on 
tained an organism capable of convert- 
ing nitrogenous matter into nitric »ucl 
Nitrogen is indispensable as plant food. 
and plants can assimilate it only when 
presented in the form of nitric acid. 
commonly known as aqna fortis. That 
is incapable of autolocomotion, and 'can 
be distributed only through the dust 
which falls upon the aoil and upon the 
leaves of trees and plants; hence dust 
is essential to the pursuit of agricul- 
ture, andtif it wasn't being carried 
about constantly on the breeze through 
the air we would simply have to quit 
farming. Animals would have nothing 
to feed upon, and we would have nei- 
ther meaj? .nor 'bread nor vegetables. 


"I have been spending some years," 


continued Professor Wiley., "in the in- 
vestigation of the agricultural value of 
dust, and.it is a very important sub- 
ject. The soil is continually being re- 
vived and enriched from the particles 
that are floating atout in the atmos- 
phere. They come from two sources — 
first, atoms of the earth's surf ace caught 
up by the wind and ^distributed else- 
where, and, second, what we call cos- 
mic dust — that is, mineral matter of 
meteoric origin. fl 


"We are getting gradually to under- 


stand its quantity, its value and tho 
important part it plays in agriculture. 
The heavenly bodies are constautl} 
shedding fragments of iron and other 
mineral substances, which fall with 
great velocity and when they reach tho 
atmosphere that surrounds the earth are 
heated by friction and catch fire by 
contact with the oxygen. They arc 
then burned to aehes and scattered in 
minute and invisible atoms. Some of 
the larger pieces that become detached 
from the stars reach the earth without 
being entirely consumed. We call them 
meteors, but the little particles that 
permpate tho air, because of this per- 
petual and violent bombardment from 
the stars, are composed of phosphoric 
acid, potash and other chemicals, which 
are absolutely essential in renewing tho 
fertility of the soil. 


"What we call terrestrial dust is also 


of great importance to agriculture Ir* 
many places the soil is almost entirely 
composed of particles that have lieec 
left there by the winds. This is partic 
ularly true of soils that are made up ol 
volcanic ashes, which are curried iiu 
menso distances from the craters. A 
considerable percentage of tho soil on 
the earth's surface waa originally vol 
canic dust, which has been distributee 
by that good friend of man wo call tin 
wind. Pompeii nnd Hcrculaneum illns 
trate the great depth to which volcanic 
dust may reach. These are called JEo 
lian soils. 


"Tho dust from tho streets of citiei 


is of a composite nature, and carrie 
all sorts of fragments and atoms in va- 
rious stages of decay. It haa a high de- 
gree of agricultural significance, bo- 
cause it is loaded with germs of nil 
kinds. Some of them are very useful 
and some are injurioue. The effect upon 
the public health is not injurious except 
where the dust carries pathogenic germs 
— that is, the germs of disease. As an 
illustration, the sputum of a consump- 
tive, if ejected on the sidewalk, is re- 
duced to dust when it dries, and ih 
then distributed through tho air in the 
form of germs. If they find lodgment 
in the lungs of a huiuan being whose 
physical condition allows them to re- 
vive and grow, the disease gets a foot- 
hold and can be conveyed from one to 
another." — Chicago Record.

ment tho one half would be loft blank. 


The secret, however, did not long re- 


main hidden from the world. Indeed, 
its very simplicity aeeiiiB to have, pre- 
vented its being discovered, by *tho clever 
men who felt so much anxiety about it. 


Tho method of splitting paper is ju^t 


this; Two pieces of calico are firmly 
glued to tho sides of tho paper, leaving 
tho ends of the calico loose, nnd tho 
whole is perfectly dried.

STOWAWAYS. 


OTiey Are Believed to Brlnir Good 


Luck to the Ship*. 
,, , , 


"I am not given to losing my tem- 


per," said one captain to the writer, 
"but I confess that when on one voy- 
age we found no fewer than 14 men 
had managed to stow themselv^s-away 
below I felt inclined to give them all a 
ducking, and said so." 
This was the 


captain of an Atlantic liner, a man to 
whom the stowaway is a -perpetual 
nuisance. Though the strictest watch 
is kept to prevent his getting on board, 
it is rare for a trip to be made without 
one or two specimens of the deadhead 
fraternity being carried, willy nilly, 
free. 


Of course, this is not • done entirely 


without connivance on the part of some- 
body on board tjjepbip. Ttoe stokers are 
not infrequently the guilty parties. 
With their or others' aiij the stowaway 
gets down into the hold and finds a 
dark corner in which to secrete himself 
until the vessel is at sea. If then he is 
discovered and set to work, he does not 
mind. It is not work he is afraid of, 
but the being without work and the 
bread that accompanies it. 


When it is considered what an enor- 


mous thing an Atlantic liner is and 
how many dark places there are in her 
vast interior, it is not surprising to 
hear that ecores of men during the 
course of a year get free passage"across 
the herring pond in one ship or another 
—and this though a steamer never 
leaves port without a search being made 
to see that n$ unauthorized person is on 
board. Many are discovered in bunkers 
and other such places, and, of course, 
carefully conducted on shore, but not a 
few manage to elude detection, and, of 
course, once away from land, little is 
feared from discovery. 


There is a curious notion prevalent 


among some sailors. It is that a stow- 
away is a lucky passenger to carry. 
Asked once why it was, an old salt an- 
swered that he never heard of a ship 
being lost that had a stowaway on 
board. Of course he had an instance in 
point to relate. It was to the effect that 
a stowaway was discovered in hiding on 
an outgoing vessel at the last moment 
and ejected. Shaking his fist at the cap- 
tain, the would be voyager cried: "I'm 
glad you've turned me out of your rot- 
ten ship. Neither &he nor you will live 
to see Christmas day, while I shall." 
The prophecy proved a true one. The 
vessel went down within a week of sail- 
ing, and only the second officer and a 
few men were saved. 


One wonders how such a superstition 


arose, if superstition it can be called. 
Does it arise from the notion—old as 
the hills—that the unfortunate are ever 
under the special protection of heaven 
and that it is particularly di&pleasing 
to the providence that watches ovei 
such waifs if 
anything be done to 


thwart their wishes? The foolish, the 
blind, children and drunkards are pro- 
verbially said to be under such peculiar 
guardianship and care. Perhaps hence- 
forth we must add the stowaway to the 
list.—Cassell's Magazine,

Bird*' EgKB.

"Birds' eggs differ in shape as well 


as they do in color," said a well known 
ornithologist to a reporter recently. 
"For instance, the eggs of the owl fam- 
ily are almost spherical and are thus 
easily moved by the parent bird in her 
desire to secure an equal amount of 
warmth to each , during the time of 
hatching. As she1 nests in a hole there 
is no fear whatever of any of her clutch 
rolling away and being smashed. 


"On the other hand, the guillemot, 


which nests, or rather lays her eggs on 
flat, bare rocks in high, exposed lati- 
tudes, lays a single egg so elongated 
and curiously shaped that when stirred 
by a violent gust of wind or the bird's 
sudden flight it does not roll away, but 
simply spins around on its axis like a 
top. 


"In the case of plovers, snipes and 


other birds that lay four large eggs, the 
eggs narrow so rapidly toward the 
smaller end that four of them in a nest 
practically form a square, thus enabling 
the bird to cover them the more effec- 
tually. " — Washington Star. 


Fulling Star and a Popular Rhyme.

A very interesting one is Fall- 
ing Star, who in summer lives on the 
shores of Rainbow lake in the Adiron- 
dacks and in winter spends her time in 
New York posing for artists, teaching 
basket work to children in kindergar- 
tens and polling Indian merchandise.

Every man of this class 
who applied directly to Mr. Hntchinson 
wns accommodated. In n number of 
cases be let th«7ii have wheat at $1 nnd 
$1.2,j iu M,000 nnd 00,000 bushel lots, 
and they turned it over within a couple 
of days ut sJi.IiO nnd $2. 


"I'm 
not after tho lame dncUc," 


Hntchinson said. "I hope every one of 
'em will make money. Tbo chaps I'm 
gunning for aro those smart guys who 
havo been trying to down me, nnd I'm 
going to get them. Lord, how I'll make 
thfiu howl!" 


He did. The losers howled PO loud 


that tbo ecLocs of their cries were heard 
in the board of trade corridors for 
months.

his excitement. 
"He's a rascal und 


ought tosnft'er, but he's got good people 
depending upon him for support. Be- 
sides that, his failure would wreck a 
whole lot of innocent firms. Go over 
and see bow he stands and draw on me 
for what money is needed to put him 
on his feet again." 


Mr. Hntchinson furnished tbe money, 


tbo failure was avertel and tho trader 
kept on in business. And yet he was a 
man that Hutchinson would not trust 
with an order for n 5,000 bushel trade.— 
Chicago Inter Ocean.
